Two Women Live Together 
as Man and Wife. 


An Old Fiend of 80 Summers and His 
“Nephew.” 


They Put Up a Job on a Half-witted 
Girl, 


The Cattle Arrested—A Horrih'e Scene 
in Court—The Nephew Tarns Ont to Bea 
Womana—Driren Oat of Town by 
Angry Citiz os. 


Taking it altogether, either in main 
facts, minor details or general issnes, a 
more weird tale of wanton immorality, 
grotesque situations and curious contre- 
temps has seldom come to light than the 
one told a ‘limes reporter yesterday. Titre 
relator of the occurrence is a gentieman of 
the highest standing, and one whose name, 
were it disclosed, would stand as a guar- 
antee for any statement he might make. 

Meeting the writer in the smoking-room 
of one of the leading hotels, the gentleman 
spoke as foilows: “I know,” said he, “how | 
anxious you newspaper men are to get hold 
of anything new and startling. If you prom- 
ise not to use my name as your informant 
Vil tell you astory that will make your 
hair stand on end—at feast it did mine; and 
lain not easily surprised at what I hearof 
the depths to which men and women can, 
and do, often fall.

It rivals, in my 
opinion, anything that the fertile imagina- 
tion of a Gaboreau, a Rider Haggard, or an 
Ainelie Rives, could work out, even suppos- 
ing it to be untrue. And this itis not. 
1 believe it to be afact from first to 


ast 

“Abont three weeks ago I was in Eureka, 
Humboldt county, in this State, on busi- 
ness, which,as you well know, takes me 
up and down the coast, and adjacent States 
and Territories, for 11 months out of the 
year. During dinner, the District Attor- 
ney of Eureka, an old-time friend of mine, 
said he was ina great quandary. For once 
in his life, acute limb of the law as he was, 
he was at fault what to ao in a case that he 
hadthat day been engagedin.

** *T he excellent work of the two shoemak- 
ers brought then many customers, espec- 
ially ladies, whom the two partners seemed 
to have great success in fitting. It was 
only last week that one of their lady cus- 
tomers, the wife of a most prominent citi- 
zen, called at the store to have some work 
done. Not finding either the uncle or 
nephew in the front room of the shop, she 
passed through to the room behind, where 
the uncle slept, and there saw what "caused 
her to run out into the street shrieking in 
horror at the top of her voice. Her loud 
cries and evident distress brought a large 
crowd of people to her assistance. In reply 
to the numerous inquiries she said that only 
to the District Atterney, and then onl 
through the medium of her husband, coul 
she give abn accountof what she had seen. 
Her husband visited me soon after and in- 
formed me that his wife had surprised the 
uncle and pn — inthe wost compromis- 
ing besti situation. wife’s 
story ot what she had wit- 
nessed leaked out somehow and came 
to the ears of the citizens, who, horritied 
and justiy indignant, seized the uncie and 
nephew for the purpose of tarring and 
feathering them, and riding the disgusting 
couple out of town on a rail. before this 
plan, however, could be carried out, the 
_police arrested ‘poth uncle and nephew on a 
charge of having committed an unnatural 
crime.

‘***The medical examination was made and 
sure enough, beyond all doubt, the younger 
defendant was a woman. And more and 
more. complicated grew the situation, for 
the examining doctor also discovered that 
his subject might possibly soon become a 
mother. 

“Of course the complaint then filed fell

‘The annual payment of $10,000 to 
remain as in the original contract, unless a 
franchise for fifty years is granted to the 
company to receive and dispose for its own 
use of all the sewerage of the city. 
In return the Pacific Sewerage Company 
agree to receive and dispose of all the sew- 
erage of the city for fifty years free of 
further cost.

Bauerisen Escapes with a Two-years’ 
Sentence. 

GENEVA (lll.), Dec. 24.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Banerisen, the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy Railroad dynamiter, 
was found guilty today and sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary. 

Officials of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad Company say they had 
hoped for a longer term, but they are, 
nevertheless, pleased with tne _ verdict, 
‘There were two counts in the indictment. 
One was for unlawful use of dynamite, the 
least penalty for which under the statute is 
five years; the other was for conspiracy to 
use dynamite, the penalty for which is only 
two years. ‘The jury convicted under the 
lightest count. It was evident/y a compro- 
mise verdict. An appeal has been prayed 
by counsels for Bauerisen. The prosecu- 
tion of the cases against the Bauerisen con- 
spirators in the State courts and against 
Bauerisen and his confederates in the Fed- 
eral courts will depend somewhat upon the 
en of the Appellate Court in Bauerisen’s 
appeal.

Rome, Dec. 24.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press,] The Pope, addressing the 
Sacred College today, gave thanks to God: 
for the blessings which his jubilee had 
brought him. He affirmed with much feel- 
ing his former utterances on the question of 
temporal power and indignantly-rejected the 
accusation that he was an enemy of Italy. 
He urged Catholics everywhere to agitate 
in a legal manner for a restoration of Papal 


~ supremacy, and spoke in deprecation of the 


recent liberal enactments in Italy. His ad- 
ve hoe throughout was unusually violent and 
er. 

The speech referred exclusively to the 
Vatican and Italy. His Holiness said that 
the whole world saw in what a painful sit- 
uation he was placed. One could only ask, 
how far will they go? At the present time 
a systematic war was being waged. Even 
the person of the Pope was exposed 
to threats of the mob. The ene- 
mies of the Holy See had 
weapons already to injure 
the Papacy, ahd if these did not suffice,they 
wore — to manufacture fresh weap- 
ons. lt was persistently asserted that the 
Pope was the enemy of Italy. This asser- 
tion was simply made to mask the real object 
of the perfidious war against the church,and 
that object wasto render Italians hostile 
to the Papacy. To vindicate the rights 
of the Pontiff wasin reality to advance the 
prosperity of Italy. To demand that the 
greatest moral power in the world should 
possess the real sovereignty in Italy, where 
Providence placed the church centuries 
ago, was not an actof hostility to the coun- 
try. The fact that bishops in foreign 
lands were laboring for tue restor ation of 
the Pope’s temporal rights proved that the 
interests of the whole Catholic Church 
were bound up in the cause, 


VICTORIA’S WORDS. 


The British Queen’s Speech on Pro- 
roguing Parliament. 

Lonpon, Dec. 24.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Parliament was prorogued 
today until January 5lst. The Queen’s 
Speech was as follows: 

“T have great satisfaction in being able to 
release you from your protracted labors. 
My relations with all the foreign powers 
continue friendly. lregret thatthe result 
of the negotiations concluded between my- 
self and the President of the United 
States, for the adjustment of questions 
which arise in reference tothe fisheries in 
North American waters, bas not com- 
mended itself to the judgment of the 
United States Senate, in which, according 
to the Constitution of the United Siates, 
the power of ratification is vested. ‘Tem- 
porary arrangements will, | trust, prevent 
any immediate inconvenience arising from 
this decision. 

“The conference which has been held on 
the subject of bounties upon sugar for ex- 
port has been brought to a satisfactory 
issue by representatives of most of the 
sugar-producing countries. 

“The restoration of Egypttoa condition of 
political and financia) security has been for 
the time interrupted by the attempt of the 
Soudanese to possess themselves of the 

ort of Suakim, Dispersion of the desieg- 
ng forces has been effected by a brilliant 
military operation on the part of the 
EgAptian troops, supported by the British 
contingent. In other respects the-adiminis- 
tration and economical progress of Egypt is 
satisfactory. 

“An insurrection has broken out upon 
the contifental portion of the Sultan of 
Zanzibar’s domains, which has brought 
with it considerable destruction of life and 
property in the German settlements on the 
coast. It is evident that the renewed vigor 
of the slave trade, of which symptoms have 
unhappily shown themselves in several 
parts of Africa, has largely contributed to 
the production of these disturbances. 1 
have joined the Emperor of Germany in 
establishing a naval blockade of that part 
of the coast in insurrection in order to pre- 
vent not only the exportation of slaves, but 
importation of munitions of war. 

““My Indian dominions have enjoyed gen- 
eral tranquility and peonpatey during the 

ast year. Disturbances, however, occurred 
n the neighborhood of the Black Mountain 
and on the extreme fronties of Sikkam. but 
have been terminated without difficnity. 
The rebellion in Afghanistan under [sbak

HANKINS CASE. 


Reporters Examined 
Yesterday. 

The trial of Erastus Hankins, for the killing 
of William Everson, at Florence, last June, 
was continued in Judge Cheney’s court, 
yesterday. There was a marked talling off 
in the attendance, the courtroom not being 
half filed at the opening hour, The-first 
Witness called was Sig Morris, formerly 
a reporter on the Evening Express, who 
testified that he interviewed Hankins at the 
City Prison on the night of the murder, and 
heard the conversation that took place be- 
tween him and Chief of Police ssa £ when 
he came inand gave himself up. He said 
that Hankins had said that he did not in- 
tend to kill Everson, and from his conver- 
sation he inferred that the killing was acci- 
dental. Hankins had said that he was afraid 
of Everson because he was a larger man 
than he was, and a fighter. 

Ex-Chief of Police T. J. Cuddy was next 

called, and testified that he had a talk with 

Hankins, at his office, in the presence of 
his brother, and others, when he came in to 
give himseif up, saying that he had shota 
man, Mr, Cuddy detailed at considerable 
length what took place on that occasion, 
and said that Hankins had said that Ever- 
- had struck him, and that he had shot at 
iim. 

Thomas McCarty, formerly a police de- 
tective, was the next witness, and said that 
he saw Hankins at the police station on the 
night of the murder and referred him to the 
Chief, to whom he told the story of the 
killing, MeCarty said that Hankins re- 
marked that he was afraid of Everson, who 

could whip him in a fist fight, 

Miss Jennie Hankins, a 14-year-old niece 
of the prisoner, who was an eye-witness of 
the difliculty, was the next witness, and 
again told the story of the affair, which did 
not differ materially from what has already 
been given. 

William G, Taylor, a reporter for THE 
‘limes, testified to interviewing Hankins 
in his cell at the City Prison on the night of 
the murder, and gave substantiaily the 
— published in Tur Times of June 

th. 

Misses Mina East and Jennie Hankins 
were recalled, but their testimony was short 
and unimportant, after which Joseph Han- 
kins, father of the prisoner, was put on the 
stand. Mr. Hankins described the affair at 
great length, his testimony being substan- 
tially the same as at the preliminary hear- 
ing. Atits conclusion an adjournment was 
had to Wednesday morning at 9:30 o’clock.
